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Hike, New Graduate Programs 


Enrollment hit another peak as 14,049 students (and their 
cars) jammed Auburn for the fall quarter—a 6.1 per cent 
increase over fall, 1967. Another 700 are enrolled in Au- 


burn’s new branch programs in 
Montgomery and Selma, includ- 
ing 167 in the master’s program 
offered in conjunction with the 
Air University at Maxwell AFB. 

Despite predictions about dras- 
tic graduate enrollment reduc- 
tions resulting from the recent 
draft laws, Auburn’s graduate 
enrollment continued to climb, 
going from 1,224 in 1967 to 1,375 
this fall. 


A Solution? 


And to the students’ delight, 
the Registrar’s Office finally 
may have found a _ solution 
to the notorious long lines of Au- 
burn registration by combining 
the computer and mail registra- 
tion and fee-paying. Dr. Wilbur 
A. Tincher, director of educa- 
tional services, terms Auburn’s 
initial attempt at handling reg- 
istration and fee payments by 
mail “one of the best fall reg- 
istrations we’ve ever had.” 


Co-eds Off Campus 


Liberalized experiments’ in 
women’s housing are being tried 
this quarter. Undergraduate co- 
eds over 21 are eligible to live in 
off-campus apartments; co-edu- 
cational dormitories open with 
the rennovation of Noble Hall, 
part of the Magnolia Dormitory 
complex for men, providing liv- 
ing space for co-eds. Dean of 
Women Katharine Cater says the 
basic housing policy of requiring 
undergraduates under age 23 to 
live in dormitories has not 
changed but she is considering 
requests by girls over 21 and 
about 25 undergraduates are now 
living off campus.

In a pilot project, 27 freshmen 
in the School of Arts and Sci- 
ences are studying under the first 
year general education curricu- 
lum which will be inaugurated 
for all entering freshmen in the 
summer of 1969, The 12 boys 
and 15 girls will study together 
all year in sequences in world 
history and English,

AU Offers M.S. In City Planning 


In September Auburn University began offering Ala- 
bama’s first master’s degree in city and regional planning. 
Professionally-recognized graduate programs in planning 


_ are offered in only four schools 
in the South and two of these 
limit training to city or urban 
planning, according to Dr. W. V. 
Parker, dean of Auburn’s Grad- 
uate School.

The new assistant dean has 
been associate professor in the 
Department of Animal Science at 
Auburn since 1965 where he has 
also directed research on bio- 
chemical changes associated with 
nutritional and toxicological dis- 
eases. 

Prior to his appointment at 
Auburn, Dr. Parks was an assis- 
tant professor in the department 
of biochemistry and agricultural 
analytical services at Texas A 
& M for three years. He holds 
the B.S. in animal husbandry 
and the M.S. in animal nutrition 
from Auburn and the Ph.D. in 
biochemistry from Texas A & M. 

Dr, Parks is a member of sev- 
eral honor societies and profes- 
sional organizations and is the 
co-author of numerous papers 
based on his research in the Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station. 


Auburn University, facing further reductions in federal 
funds for research from contracting and granting agencies, 
must look more to state and private sources to maintain its 


present level of graduate research 
and training. Dr. Ben T. Lanham. 
Jr., vice president’ for research, 
reporting for fiscal year 1967- 
1968 on extramural funds re- 
ceived at Auburn, said the ceil- 
ing clamped by Congress on fed- 
erally-supported research and 
development budgets is being felt 
here and on university campuses 
across the country. 

“If reductions that are cur- 
rently anticipated are made, Au- 
burn, like many other universi- 
ties around the country, will 
have to start releasing members 
of its research faculty, which in 
turn will result in releasing 
graduate students. Without re- 
search professors, and without 
adequate research support, no 
university can maintain its pre- 
sent level of graduate research 
and training.” 

Although Dr, Lanham’s report 
shows total funds in research 
were up, he pointed out that 
funds from the Department of 
Defense and National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
were down 49 per cent; from the 
U.S. Office of Education, down 
54 per cent; from the Public 
Health Service, down 25 per cent; 
and from the National Science 
Foundation, down 34 per cent. 

Research funds at Auburn 
from state agencies and from pri- 
vate industry, business, and 
foundations were up 53 percent 
over the previous year. However, 
since only 15 per cent of all re- 
search support is from state and 
private sources and 85 per cent 
is from federal sources, any re- 
duction in the latter is far more 
significant than the same percent- 
age increase elsewhere. 

“Because of currently active 
research programs which will 


and civil engineering. Students 
with undergraduate degrees in 
these areas will be generally 
qualified for the master’s pro- 
gram. 

Under the Master of City and 
Regional Planning program, stu- 
dents can emphasize urban plan- 
ning, land-use planning, river 
basic planning, recreational or 
other aspects of comprehensive 
regional planning. 

The committee developing the 
new program noted that the na- 
tion has moved, out of necessity, 
into a planning age and that 
many forms of public financial 
assistance are available to states, 
counties, and local governments 
to help with various problems. 
One requirement for securing 
most of these funds is a plan 
developed by a professional. In- 
ability to employ professional 
planners because of the few now 
available has resulted in the loss 
of many millions of dollars in 
Alabama over the past year, the 
committee reports. Auburn’s new 
program will provide qualified 
planners for federal programs re- 
quiring comprehensive regional 
plans involving several counties, 
the state, or an entire region. 


not terminate until later in the 
current year, Auburn and other 
institutions are not likely to feel 
the real impact of the situation 
until next year when these pro- 
grams terminate without ap- 
proved extensions, renewals, or 
replacement programs,” Dr. Lan- 
ham said. 

He also expressed concern over 
the federal change of emphasis 
from basic sciences to the ap- 
plied sciences. “Since all of ap- 
plied science arises out of basic 
science, neither should be de-em- 
phasized. Both are equally im- 
portant and should be continued 
and expanded. 

“To maintain university re- 
search and graduate programs 
at current levels, we must begin 
to look to such alternate sources 
as state agencies, private indus- 
tries, business and foundations to 
fill the gap. This is necessary, 
not only from the standpoint of 
the future of the university, but 
for the future of advanced scien- 
tific and technological manpower 
training and the continued socio- 
economic growth and develop- 
ment of the state and the nation.”

Here And There— 
Read And Write-in

Pity the poor pollsters. They are all plodding 
along predicting “authoritatively,” blissfully un- 
aware of the candidancy of the two major presi- 
dential contenders: Jerry Roden, Jr., and Pat 
Paulsen. Someone should hint to Messrs. Gallup, 
Harris, Roper, et al that they would do well to 
read The Auburn Alumnews and to watch tele- 


vision on Sunday nights, in- 
stead of poking around in 
dark alleys and other out-of- 
the- way places asking silly 
questions. 

Someone should also in- 
form them of the atom-pow- 
ered threat implicit in my 
write-in candidacy. Other 
candidates have their special 
brands of snob appeal, but 
none can match the sugges- 


tion that every man who votes for Roden is lit- 
erate—knows how to read and write-in. 


Roden 


My vice presidential running-mate, Jack 
Mountain 47, has come up with some startling 
data on the potential of this special threat. Ac- 
cording to his unofficial-but-astute estimates, 
fully one-third of the American electorate is 
reasonably literate. Unfortunately, some mem- 
bers of that elite corps are too virtuous to be 
susceptible to snob appeal. “But,” Jack says, 
“make a liberal allowance for our losing such 
truly Christian folk and we still have twenty- 
five per cent of the American voters in the bag. 
Divide up the other seventy-five per cent more 
or less equally among the other four major can- 
didates, deduct a few percentage points from 
each to allow for their losses to an assortment 
of minor candidates, and you find Roden and 
Mountain certain winners.” 


Having made the foregoing brilliant calcula- 
tions, Jack retired to Buck’s Pocket to celebrate 
and to write my inaugural address. Perhaps it is 
a good thing that he did. In a campaign tour 
through Possum’s Bend, Lizardlope, Blowgourd, 
Coon Gulf, and Sandy Bottom, he scared the liv- 
ing daylights out of a lot of people by threaten- 
ing (1) to go back to the old Blueback Speller, 
(2) to require all able-bodied recipients of any 
form of government welfare to learn to read and 
write and then to study some useful trade, and 
(3) to demand that all UN representatives and 
all heads of foreign governments receiving U.S. 
aid learn to speak English fluently. 


To top off those blunders, Jack blasted off in 
the metropolitan Atlanta with a proposal to solve 
our urban problems by building nicely planned 
towns and villages throughout the open spaces 
in our country. (How in the world could we keep 
our booming crime rate soaring faster than the 
cost of living index if we acted that sensibly?) 
But that was not the climax: it came afterwards 
at a news conference under a red light on Peach- 
tree Street, when Jack seriously proposed re- 
ducing the national debt and hinted that his run- 
ning mate (the literacy candidate, mind you) 
can’t read very well and really can’t write at all. 


As I said, it’s good that Jack has given up 
active campaigning for celebrating and for plan- 
ning our administration. However, lest I seem 
unappreciative, permit me to note how wonder- 
ful it is to have Jack aboard. He provides the 
ticket great balance: (1) Because he disagrees 
with ninety percent of what I say and disap- 
proves of the way I say the other ten percent. 
(2) Because of the range of his ethnic appeal—

CHRONIC SHORTAGE — Ac- 
cording to a report made to the 
Alabama Education Study Com- 
mission, Auburn needs 200 more 
faculty members this quarter to 
maintain the quality of instruc- 
_tion and bring teacher loads to 
a desirable level. Dr. Taylor Lit- 
tleton, Dean of Undergraduate 
Studies, notes that “the shortage 
is not significantly greater than 
in the past for Auburn faculty 
members have operated on heavy 
loads for several years.” The 
main reason for the teacher 
shortage is lack of money. This 
year’s budget allows $9.5 million 
for salaries and Auburn needs 
$14 million for faculty salaries. 
Another factor in the teacher 
shortage is the competition for 


qualified teachers with other uni- 
versities which offer higher sal- 
aries and lighter teacher loads.

A blowgun with poison darts, an ocelot skin, a primitive 
musical instrument, and an eight-inch ascaris roundworm 
mark Sandra Smith’s ’67 ‘return from the native’ after 


two months in Ecuador. Sandra 
spent her summer with the Cofan 
and Jivaro Indian tribes study- 
ing the relationship between in- 
ternal parasites, diet, and envi- 
ronment, as a part of her work 
for a master’s in parasitology at 
Auburn. Anne Murphy ’65, now 
in graduate school at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, went along 
as an interpreter since Sandra 
doesn’t speak Spanish, the lang- 
uage gradually replacing the na- 
tive dialects of the two tribes. 
Arriving in Quito, the capital 
of Ecuador, on June 12, Sandra 


and Anne spent one week at the ° 


missionary base of the Wycliffe 
Bible Translators to get adjusted 
to jungle life. “I was expecting 
all sorts of wild animals and 
snakes, but the whole time I was 
in South America, I only saw 
one snake and a few animals.” 


Flowers In Ears 

Cofan, in the Amazon basin, is 
the most primitive of the two 
tribes and the Indians usually 
wear their colorful native dress. 
The men wear a knee-length 
shift called a cushman and the 
women wear calf-length skirts 
and blouses with puffy sleeves 
that serve as pockets, The dark- 
skinned Cofan Indians pierce 
their noses and often their ears 
with feathers or sticks, They pull 
out all their eyelashes and eye- 
brows and keep their nails very 
short. The young people of court- 
ing age and the newly married 
take pains with their appearances 
—flowers in their ears, painted 
faces, beads, and “perfume” from 
a local plant (“It smells horri- 
ble!”). However, as they get old- 
er they usually don’t take the 
trouble, said Sandra. 

Approximately 80 people live 
in 13 houses built about four feet 
off the ground. Wycliffe mission-_ 
aries also staying at the village 
live in “modern” houses—includ- 
ing bed, refrigerator, and out- 
house. Sandra and Anne spent 
their first one and a half weeks 
in one of the native huts, with 
hammocks for beds. After one 
night, they both slept in one 
hammock for warmth. “The first 
couple of nights we giggled all 
night— my feet were her pillow 
and her feet were mine,” laughed 
Sandra. 

The girls found the Cofan In- 
dians very friendly. “In fact, 
Anne got a serious proposal of

marriage from an 18-year-old 
boy, through his brother. She 
told them that her family would 
be very unhappy if she left them 
to live in Ecuador. They under- 
stood and accepted this because 
their families are very close- 
knit.” 

Sandra says the Indians always 
seem happy and carefree, If they 
don’t want to work, they don’t. 
The men spend a lot of time with 
their wives and children. There 
are no problems with discipline, 
either—“The few times I saw 
children punished, it was done by 
touching a stick with sharp, 
stinging nettles to their skin.” 


Poisoned Darts 


A six-foot black blowgun with 
eight-inch darts and an ocelot 
skin joined Sandra’s souvenirs 
after the ocelot killed 25 chickens 
from the flock of her native fam- 
ily. The father killed it with two 
poisoned darts, then skinned it. 
Sandra bought the skin from him, 
and he gave her the blowgun. 

After four weeks with the Cofan 
tribe, the two girls flew south to 
the foothills of the Andes to 
study conditions within the 
more-westernized Jivaro tribe 
(no sticks through their noses or 
flowers in their ears). The 150 
people of the tribe live scattered 
over the hillsides with as much 
as a 30-minute walk between the 
dirt-floored houses. Sandra and

The two regions called Old and New Castile are the real 
heart of Spain and the center of the Spanish peninsular. 
From this section of the country came many of the leading 


poets, artists, philosophers, and 
writers, Among familiar names 
are those of Velazquez, Goya, 
Cervantes (whose Don Quixote 
has been translated into more 
languages than any other book 
except the Bible), Lope de Vega 
(who has been called the father 
of the Spanish theater), and El 
Greco (who did not. originally 
come from Spain, but spent most 
of his life in Toledo and filled 
that city with pantings). 


New Castile 


New Castile includes the major 
cities of Madrid and Toledo and 
extends southward over the large 
plain of LaMancha, which is dot- 
ted in places by the famous Don 
Quixote windmills. Most of La 
Mancha is a wide, treeless plain, 
with fields of wheat and groves 
of olive trees, but here and there 
is a hill, and on almost every 
hill stands an old castle. When 
we traveled through this country 
we were glad that we had re- 
cently seen in New York Balan- 
chine’s ballet “Don Quixote,” 
with Balanchine in the title role. 
Touchingly and beautifully done 
it made the idealistic and im- 
practical Don Quixote come 
alive for us. 

The city of Toledo sits in dig- 
nity and beauty upon its hills, 
much as was pictured by El Gre- 
ce centuries ago. Declared by 
the government of Spain a na- 
tional monument, Toledo has not 
deviated greatly in appearance 
through all those years, and now 
it will remain unchanged. 

Since individuals do not want 
to be bound completely by the 
past, they may change the in- 
teriors of homes and other build- 
ings, but the law of Spain dic- 
tates that the exteriors must re- 
main as of olden days. If a house- 
holder needs assistance in re- 


storing the outside of his home ° 


so that it may more closely con- 
form to the way it appeared in 
Medieval times, he may obtain 
help from the municipality to do 
so. The result of this planning is 
that we have the gem of the

Toledo much as it appeared in 
the days of El Greco. We also 
have. in his museum home, the 
plan of the city which El Greco 
outlined and drew. Not a street 
is changed today. El Greco moved 
to Toledo in about 1577 and made 
it his home for the rest of his 
life. Much of his best work re- 
mains in that city. 

Approaching Toledo from Ma- 
drid it does not look quite like 
El Greco’s picture of it, which 
was painted from this angle. The 
picture hangs in the Metropoli- 
tan Museum in New York. The 
intervening buildings in the 
towns and villages which sur- 
round Toledo on the Madrid side 
now change the picture. But the 
distant view of the city from the 
south gives us a good idea of 
what Toledo is really like. Look- 
ing at it from a high promontovy 
across the river, with nothing to 
obstruct our view, we see the 
flowing river below, green trees 
around, and the ancient city be- 
fore us. 


Corpus Christi Day 


All of Toledo is a museum and 
any day is a good day to visit it. 
But it is especially interesting to 
be there on the day of Corpus 
Christi, a day of much pagentry. 
Toledo is the seat of the Primate 
of the Church of all Spain and 
people come from all over Spain 
to be here on Corpus Christi day! 
The great “Monstrance” is taken 
on that day from the Cathedral 
and paraded through the streets. 
A large vehicle, sculptured in 
pinacles of intricate gold work, 
the monstrance was built to con- 
tain the sacrament of bread 
which represents the Body of 
Christ, for reverence at this time 
of Corpus Christi. People line 
the streets and kneel at its ap- 
pearance. - 

Just preceding the procession 
comes a cart filled with rose 
petals and the flowers are strewn 
through the streets. All the dig- 
nitaries of the church in the lo- 


cality form a part of the 

ing group, The members of 
various confraternities of the @ 
ferent churches appear in 
vari-colored robes, capes of» 
green, purple or white, embry 
ered in gold.

There OMe can see the home 
where he died in 1506, and there 
also is the old home of Cer- 
yantes which is now a museum, 
For many years Valladolid was 
noted for its silversmiths. 


Roman Aqueduct 


A trip through old Castile 
brings the past heritage of Spain 
vividly to the forefront of the 
mind. The city of Ségovia is 
particularly interesting for its 
Roman aqueduct and for its 
fairyland castle. The town is 
somewhat crater shaped, partly 
in a hollow and partly on the 
surrounding plateau. The houses 
and shops are built partly in 
the low declivity and extend up 
the slopes on all sides. 

The aqueduct, built by the 
' Romans during the reign of 

Augustus, was still used until 

very recently to carry water to 

the town. Going from hillside to | 
hillside it is elevated through 
the center section of the city in 
two tiers of great arches, one 
above the other, standing 90 feet 
high. The stones are not secured 
') with mortar or any other sub- 
stance. The arches are held 
together only by the keystone 
in the center of each. The aque- 
duct in all is 16 kilometers 
long. At lunchtime we sat in the 
) third floor of a famous old res- 
faurant in the center of the city 
and ate the local cochinillo, or 
roast suckling pig. Right at our 
window was the arch of the via- 
duet which crossed the plaza. 

We could almost reach out and’ 
touch the old stone. 

The other particularly inter- 
esting sight in Segovia is its 
, castle As we looked at it we 
.. *emed to see a castle from a 
i) ‘try tale. Spain is filled with 
;} ‘astles and this is one of the 
4 most beautiful. Its location on 
Hl % of a high cliff adds to its 
lovely appearance. Here Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella spent much of 
their time. Some say that this is 


the castle which Walt Disney 
used as a model in Disneyland. 

On our drive from Segovia to 
Avila we could understand why 
it is said that the skies of Spain 
are not like other skies. The air 
is clear and dry, the sun intense. 
and the skies a luminescent blue. 
They have been called “Velaz- 
quian skies” because thy are 
reminiscent of those in the paint- 
ing of Velazquez. 


Walled City 


It is very exciting to See the 
city of Avila with its surround- 
ing wall, which is in perfect 
condition and has been untouch- 
ed since about 1099. Avila is the 
highest city in Spain, although 
its height is not noticeable since 
it is on a plateau. It changed 
hands many times during the 
long wars between Christians 
and Moors. Its walls were bat- 
tered by Arabs and Christians 
through those centuries. But they 
were rebuilt in the 11th century, 
as three thousand men worked 
nine years to finish them in 1099 
and put them into their present 
condition. The walls entirely 
surround the town, are more 
than a mile and a half in cir- 
cumference, and have 88 half- 
round towers and nine city gates. 

We sat in the small square in 
the center of the city and had 
our mid-morning coffee. As we 
sat there, the bells of the church 
began to ring to call people to 
the Sunday morning services. 
We could see the bell ringer in 
the tower as he rang the bells 
by hand. 


Bells Of Spain 


I love the bells of Spain. We 
hear them ringing day and night. 
School bells, church bells, post- 
office clocks, city hall bells, bank 
bells, bells of the Ministry build- 
ings; we hear them throughout 
Spain, and the city of Madrid 
is filled with them, All the bells 
of Spain have a warm, rich, yet 


- nostalgic tone which I have 


never heard in any other ringing 
bells. They seem to express the 
warmth of the people of Spain, 
without the passionate martial 
spirit of the toreros and soldiers. 
Perhaps they reflect also the

FROM THE LAND OF SCIENCE FICTION—The 
power of the laser holds a science-fiction-like 
fascination for most people, but Dan Philen’s in- 
terest is much out of the ordinary. So, he built 
one for the Auburn Chemistry Department. Now 


Although the mechanization 
over on the first floor of the 
chemistry building uses too many 
concrete blocks to resemble the 
famed Buck Rogers death ray 
gun, it looks mysterious enough 
to support the science fiction 
feeling one gets about the power 
of the laser. Still in its childhood 
the laser has been applied ex- 
perimentally in such diverse 
fields as communications, eye 
surgery, dentistry, metal cutting, 
and welding, radar, holography, 
power transmission, photography, 
and ignition systems. 

There are a family of lasers, 
depending on the substance used 
to produce the laser beam, The 
laser Dan built uses a mixture of 
helium and neon gas. The par- 
ticles of helium and neon are ex- 
cited by a power source and then 
coherently de-excited, producing 
a laser beam—a monchromatic
